The idea of a union wa s mo­ 
tiva ted, occording to the a ttorney, 
by severa l things. 
One wa s the 
belief of ma ny of the a llia nce 
members tha t the recent dema nd 
for federa l control of the sport 
by a member of congress proved 
tha t boxing wa s dieing under the 
stra nglehold held on it by Pro­ 
moter Micha el Stra uss Ja cobs. 
Ired Over Licenses 
Another wa s the dissa tisfa ction 
with the ma nner in which licenses 
for va rious boxing jobs wa s ha n­ 
dled by the New York sta te a th­ 
letic commission. 
It wa s pointed 
out to the writer by a member of 
the a llia nce tha t under the pres­ 
ent set-up the a thletic commis­ 
sion gra nts licenses to ma na ge, 
tra in, or second, to a lmost a nyone 
who a ccompa nies his request for 
such a license with a certifica te 
of good cha ra cter. Vetera n tra in­ 
ers, ha ndlers, etc., feel tha t the li­ 
censing of men who ha ve ha d no 
tra ining for such work prevents 
them (the vetera ns) from ga ining 
a s much work a s they should.

Any m an w ho would accept the responsibility 
of a rbitra tio n is, on the face of it, not qualified 
fo r the position. The m an who accepts it is saying 
tha t he is able to make* decisions about technical 
m atte rs about which he has not m ade a life study 
and the em ployers hav e spent a life.time in learn ­ 
ing. 
To reduce the im practicability of the plan of 
not perm itting an em ployer to be the final judge as 
to w hether an em ploye is properly functioning or 
not, le t’s reduce it to a sm all scale, then the ob­ 
jectionable fea tures a re more easily seen. 
F o r the public to deny the employer, in a big 
corporation, the rig ht to discharge his help is just 
as absurd and as im practical as it would be to 
tell a m an w ho owned a fine cow tha t he could 
not select the pa rty who had control of the breed­ 
ing and care of the cow; that he would hav e to 
leav e it to arbitra tio n as to w hat m an would hav e 
the rig ht to breed and care for the cow. I t is 
ev ident tha t the m an who had produced the fine 
cow would know 'infinitely more about how to per­ 
petuate the stock and im prov e it than the arbi­ 
tra to r who m ight be called in. 
Business is v ery Complicated and specialized and 
no m an can know v ery m uch about different busi­ 
nesses. An a rbitra to r, therefore, cannot be a com­ 
peten t judge. And furtherm ore, the a rbitra to rs 
selected are those who are catering to m ajorities 
and inv ariably they m ake decisions which will 
m ake them po pular or get them m ore v otes. 
So, the C hrysler decision is not one tha t will 
encourage equality of rights and equality of free­ 
dom, but one tha t prom otes special priv ileges and 
tyranny. 
The three cent w age increase m eans, of course, 
tha t it will be m ore difficult for the less efficient 
to get jobs from C hrysler. E v ery tim e the hourly 
w age scale is a rbitra rily boosted, it m eans tha t 
jobs will be less reg ular; tha t there will be less 
em ploym ent and consum ers will hav e to pay more, 
and the slow and inefficient m an is practically 
barred from hav ing the rig ht to w ork in this 
serv ice to hum anity. 
No m an who believ es in equality of rights and 
is at all consistent in his belief, would contend 
that he knows how high C hrysler wages should 
be. Yet, here we hav e an a rbitra ry w age set by 
force and intim idation and not on a free m ark et 
basis that w ill g reatly reduce purchasing pow er 
of the consum er and furthe r throw prices o ut of, 
equilibrium 
and 
cause 
furthe r 
unem ploym ent. 
As a whole, it w as not m uch of a settlem ent, a l­ 
though it undoubtedly appears to be to those peo­ 
ple who believ e in ,equality of incom e ra the r than 
equality of rights.

The w ar has had its sobering 
effect 
on 
President 
Roosev elt. 
This can be said despite his hold­ 
ing of the Brem an, his# submarine 
scares, and the fact tha t it took 
alm ost the entire nation to keep 
h*n from putting P anam a’s flag 
on Am erican ships. 
One of Mr. Roosev elt’s strong 
points 
is 
his 
dev otion to 
na­ 
tional defense, 
especially his first 
lov e, the nav y, which was sacri 
ficed by President H arding in the 
W ashington nav ai conference of 
unhappy m em ory. 
B ut the P res­ 
ident realizes, 
perhaps, for 
the 
first time, tha t a federal debt ap­ 
proaching fifty billions, and an 
annual interest charge on that 
debt alone g reater than the to- 
total cost of gov ernm ent before 
1916, is a worse crim e against 
national defense than a scrapped 
nav y. 
His 
form er under-secre- 
tary of the treasury, Roswell Ma- 
gill, has just stated that we are 
far less able financially to defena 
ourselv es than in 1914. 
Mr. Magill also said “We should 
abandon 
a t 
once 
any 
thought 
tha t in some m agical way the w ar 
is going to balance our budget 
for us.” 
Take petroleum . 
The 
flood of war-oil orders has not 
come. 
W hy? 
Civ ilian consum p­ 
tion of gasoline in England and 
F rance 
has 
been curtailed to 
equalize increased use by bomb­ 
ers and tanks. 
And, of course 
Germ any, 
as

buyer 
from 
America is no more. 
Repeal of the arm s embargo, 
for a long tim e a t least, means 
little business except in a few 
lines. 
Some experts do not think 
it will exceed on* billion dollars 
in the next twelv e m onths.

is less than two per cent of na­

this, 
m any branches of our economy 
will in fact be worse off by rea

of the 
war. 
Already our 
foreign m arket is economizing on 
our 
agricultural 
products.

bacco and cotton exports 
hav e 
slumped and fruit grow ers are 
glum. The Allies are buying guns 
before butter. And, of course, our 
shipping will take a terrific beat­ 
ing. 
The pound sterling has dropped 
25 per cent. 
This m eans that 
England m ust pay a huge prem ­ 
ium to buy American goods and 
will 
naturally 
buy 
elsewhere 
w herev er possible. 
Not only that, 
but credit buying in a world wai 
was one thing, cash buying today 
is another story—a short story. 
F or example, in the six m onths 
before 
cash-and-carry 
we 
sold 
118 million 
bushels 
of w heat 
abroad. 
In the past three m onths 
only 17 million bushels. 
The ex­ 
po rt disadv antages of a depreciat- 


ed pound sterling will be further 
increased as our own prices ad­ 
v ance.
